Funding for this first 
purchase, if approved by 
the Commission, will come 
from several sources: 

°$1,200,060 from the 
Michigan Land Trust 
Fund, plus an additional 
$43,320 for closing costs. 

$300,000 from the 
Game and Fish Protection 
Fund for deer habitat. 

°$2,500,000 from the 
federai Land and Water 
Conservation Fund. 

Once approved by the 
Commission the option to 
purchase is binding, 


-provided that funding is 


approved. Preliminary 
reviews-by both the Legis- 
lature and the U.S, Depart- 
ment of the Interior's 
Heritage Conservation and 
Recreation Service (HCRS) 
indicate tentative ap- 
proval with final approval 
coming by mid-October. 

Flowing a distance of 348 
miles across 10 counties, 
the AuSable and Manistee 
rivers span the full width 
of the Lower Peninsula 
from Oscoda on Lake 
Huron to Manistee on Lake 
Michigan. The main 
stream of the AuSable 
River is 148 miles in length 
with 82 miles of frontage in 
Consumers Power owner- 
ship. 

The Manistee River 
traverses a distance of 200 
miles with 98 miles of fron-

Of the total 9,358 acres 
being presently considered 


for purchase by the DNR, 


1,830 acres are along the 
AuSable River and are 
located within two major 
groupings. 

The first group is located 
11 miles east of Grayling 
on the north side of the 
AuSable River down- 
stream. from Wakeley 
Bridge and upstream of 
McMasters Bridge. 

The second group is sit- 
uated between McMasters 
Bridge and a point four 
miles downstream of Par- 
maiee Bridge on the north 
river bank. In addition, 
two sites leased to the 
DNR for public access pur- 
poses are slated for acquis- 
ition. One is located at 
Comins Flats, five miles 
east of Mio, and the other 
is immediately below Foote 
Dam, four and a half miles 
northwest of Oscoda. 

Of the remaining 7,528 
acres along the Manistee 
River, most is contained 
within a 20 mile stretch of 
the upper portion of the 
Manistee River beginning 
seven miles west of 
Grayling at a location 
three miles downstream 
from M-72 to four miles 
southwest of Sharon. 

Also included are six 
developed public water ac- 
cess sites situated further 
downstream at Rainbow 
Jim Bridge, Chase Creek, 
US-131 Bridge, Baxter 
Bridge, Indian Crossing 
Campground, and Harvey 
Bridge located five miles 
northeast of Mesick. 

Both rivers flow through 
rolling cut-over pine coun- 
try presently forested with 
a mixed coniferous and 
hardwood cover. Topogra- 
phy varies from well 
drained sand hills and 
plains, to lowland flood- 
-plains adjacent to portions 
of the watercourses. 

Stream bank elevations 
vary from 100-foot-high 
sand banks to low swaimp 
frontage with the majority 
of river frontage exhibiting 
five-foot-high banks. There 
is good access from paved 
highways, gravel roadways 
and forest trails that places 
the majority of the pur- 
chase area within easy 
reach ot all visitors.

discernible shakeup named Hamilton 
Jordan, already the head honcho at the 
White House, the head honcho. The 
niceites of title are lost on most of us; 
Jodan had been No. 1 all along, so what's 
the difference? ; 
Note, too, the flurry of stories—mostly 


. sympathetic—about the growing influen- 


ce of Rosalyn Carter, not only as a soun- 
ding board for the President, but also as a 
policy maker. Several months ago, Panax 
newspapers ran a story—mostly in jest, I 
trust—that President Carter was 
grooming his wife to serve as his vice 
president. Maybe that speculation was 
closer to the mark than anyone may have 
thought. ; 

My personal conclusion of the whole af- 
fair, so far, is that most of the changes are 
cosmetic in nature, and designed to 
strengthen the political stance of 
President. Carter as 1980 election time 
nears. 

Don't get me wrong. In the world of 
politics, there’s nothing wrong with 
changes that are cosmetic in nature; and 
there’s nothing wrong with attempting to 
strengthen your political stance. That's 
the way decision-makers are selected in 
our system. But the Carter scenario 
should be taken for what it is, and not 
whaL it is painted as being. 

In the long run, I expect that Carter 
has not been helped with the voters all 
that much. I would expect that his for- 
tunes will show an early iniprovement, 
but will settle back down again, probably 
to the near-record low that preceded the 
Camp David survival summit. 

President Carter is not to be sold short. 
As Newsweek magazine noted: ‘Carter 
has, of course, made a handsome political 
career surprising people who have under- 
estimated him.” 

So he has. But despite this history, I 
stick with my fearless forecast of a few 
weeks ago: Mr. Carter will withdraw 
before the convention. Walter Mondale 
will carry the Democratic standard. And 
Mr. Mondale will lose to Gerald Ford in 
the general election. 

By the way, what did happen at Vienna 
and Tokyo?
